But it is known that men of the calibre of Qscar 8. Straus, who was the
| eandidate of the Moose for Governor of New York four years ago, have made
Justice Hughes their second choice and will support him if they cannot put

Roosevelt across in the Republican convention. It will not be surprising if the
men best known in the Progressive movement are found lined up in the Hughes
camp after the smoke of battle clears away.

There was no disguising the hopefulness of the men in control of the Repub-
ligan convention today. They have discounted any action that the Progressive

0 vention mny take, so far as nominations are concerned. The spirit of concilia-
jon is present, but it is a spirit of conciliation on a Republican basis only.

BULL MOOSE LEADERS LESS AGGRESSIVE.,

The Progressive party leaders were less aggressive today than yesterday.
They concede that they cannot prevent the nomination of Colonel Roosevelt
by thelr own party. And they congede that Justice Charles E. Hughes now
thas the lead as the Republican standard-bearer. But they declared they felt
rertain that if the Republican leaders would “be reasonable” they would be
ble to offer a solution before any action taken becomes so settled as to prevent
harmonious co-operation.

TWO WARSHIPS

ON ALL FRONIS{. SEA-FIGHT LOSSES

General Attack Sweeps Aus-
trians’ Lines in Bukowina
and Volhynia

40,900 TEUTON CAPTIVES

Indications multiply that the much-
heralded “drive” ‘of the Allies on all
fronts is about to begin. Cable dis-
patches and private advices have fore-
cnst this long-delayed development of
the great war, and June has been men-
tioned frequently as the time.

It has been said, spparently with
authority, that the Russian would open
the ball with a general attack along
the East front. The beginnings of
that movement are reported in today's
dispatches, which show sweeping sue-
cesses for the Russian arma in
Bukowina.

That the Germans have had fore-
knowledge of the intentions of their
enemies is probable, and it is equally
likely that the recent increased ef-
forts of the Central Powers on all
fronts is merely the Teuton method of
meeting and checking such a drive.

PETROGRAD, June §—Russian troops;
In thelr offensive on a front of more than
260 mites, from the Pripet marshes to the
Rummnian border, have captured up to
Tuesday noon 40,000 prisoners, according
to the official announcement issued yes-
terday, Of these captives, 500 are officers
In addition the Russians captured 77 can-
non, 184 machine guns, 42 trench mortars
and much feld paraphernalia.

In his reply the Colonal refarred to the
world crisls that exists at this time and
made the plen that the Republicans selact
an man who “shall rise level to the crisis”
or In other words keep America at peace
and at the samo time give her the proper
preparedness,

Speaking of President Wilson, tha Colonel
declared “he han rendered the people the
most evil service that can be rendersd to
i groat democracy.'” -

Colonel Roosovelt charged the President
with “dulllng tha natlonal consclencs” and
“relaxing the spirit of lofty national motive
by teathing our peopls to sccept high
sounding words as an offset and atonemant
for shabby deeds."

The document, which waa intsnded as &
roply to the Jackson invitation, assumed the
proportians of a long statement and wos
‘onis of the most Important political pro-
nouncements of the campalgn.

The direct attnck upon President Wilson
came unexpectedly, although In  fecent
gpecches the Colonel has found fault with
the policies Pz the Wilson Administration.
